Spacious  Building  Fulfills  Promise 
Of  Being  Multi-Purpose  Facility

Though  not  yet  a  year  old, 
Prather  Coliseum  has  already  es- 
tablished itself  as  an  asset  to  the 
college  community,  the  City  of 
Natchitoches,  Natchitoches  Par- 
ish, and  the  State  of  Louisiana. 
Many  and  varied  activities  have 
taken  place  in  its  vast  space, 
utilizing  its  year-round  weather 
control,  its  fine  lighting,  and  its 
splendid  acoustics. 

One  of  the  unique  activities  re- 
cently conducted  in  the  Prather 
Coliseum  was  the  Louisiana  Open 
Badminton  Tournament.  Held  in 
December,  the  tournament  drew 
players  from  nine  Southern 
States:  Texas,  Oklahoma,  Ten- 
nessee, Arkansas;  North  Carolina. 
Florida,  Georgia,  Mississippi,  and 
Louisiana.  Previous  tournaments 
have  attracted  participants  from 
Missouri,  Maryland,  Illinois,  and 
California,  as  well  may  future 
tournaments.  This  year  the  South- 
ern Championship  rounds  are  to 
be  held  in  the  Coliseum  on  March 
12,  13,  and  14,  and  a  record  num- 
ber of  entries  is  expected. 

Although  many  kinds  of  sports 
activities  take  place  in  the  coli- 
seum, no  other  draws  the  type  of 
participants  to  which  badminton 
appeals.  The  important  point 
concerning  this  wonderful  game 
is  the  fact  that  high  school  boys 
and  girls,  college  men  and  wom- 
en, and  post  college  men  and 
women  are  all  playing  it  and  en- 
joying themselves  as  well  as  keep- 
ing physically  fit.  Players  vary  in 
age  from  16  years  old  to  74  years 
young,  and  the  occupations  and 
professions  of  those  involved  in 
the  tournaments  read  like  a 
placement  bureau's  dream  list. 

Players  have  included  a  pedia- 
trician, president  of  an  oil  com- 
pany, dentist,  president  of  a  steel 
company,  publisher,  professors  of 
English,  mathematics,  social 
science,  physical  education,  and 
biology,  the  Commissioner  of 
Higher  Education  for  the  State 
of  Texas,  surgeons,  lawyers,  vice- 
president  of  an  oil  company, 
electrical  contractors,  president  of 
an  insurance  company,  printer, 
medical  doctor,  chemical   engine- 


ers,    civil     engineers,     a     priest, 
a   minister,    professional   lobbyist : 
for     a     major      oil      company,  i 
nuclear    physicist,    chemists,     air . 
conditioning       contractor,      certi- 
fied    public     accountant,      audi- 
tors, politician,  merchants,  sales- 
men, bookkeepers,  tax  consultant, 
representative  of  the  President  of 
the  U.S.A.  to  Russia  on  farm  en-  ' 
gineering,  pilots,  coaches,  college  ' 
registrar,    social    security    repre- 
sentative,   students    from     junior . 
high     school     through     graduate ! 
school,   teachers,    and   wives    and 
children   of   the   above. 

Many  mixed  doubles  teams . 
(one  male  and  one  female  player) 
are  composed  of  husband  and 
wife  or  father  and  daughter.  Of- 
ten the  whole  family  comes  to 
the  tournament,  as  Natchitoches 
is  a  tourist  attraction  for  the 
non-playing  members  of  the 
group,  and  the  game  is  a  good 
spectator  sport  as  well.  Dur- 
ing the  December  tournament 
a  medical  doctor  from  Texas 
brought  his  wife,  their  four 
children,  and  his  neighbor  and 
his  wife  along  to  see  the  Christ- 
mas lights  and  to  get  in  a  little 
fishing.  This  group  spent  four 
days  in  Natchitoches  and  plans 
to  come  back  to  the  tournament 
in  March.  A  chemist  and  a  geo- 
logist from  Oklahoma  often  bring 
their  families  to  a  tournament,  as 
do  a  certified  accountant  from 
Texas  and  several  lawyers  from 
New  Orleans.  Without  exception, 
all  of  the  participants  and  visi- 
tors have  the  highest  praise  for 
the  hospitality  of  the  college,  for 
the  City,  and  for  the  Coliseum. 

Northwestern  now  has  several 
students  enrolled  as  a  result  of 
participation  in  one  of  the  two 
annual  badminton  tournaments 
as  junior  or  senior  high  school 
players.  NSC  students  who  par- 
ticipate in  or  help  with  the  tour- 
nament make  excellent  contacts 
under  most  friendly  and  pleasant 
conditions.  This  is  not  a  purpose 
of  the  tournament  but  is  an  in- 
escapable by-product  of  great 
value.

A  win  over  Oglethorpe 
University  here  Jan.  26  gave  the 
Demons  an  8-7  mark  prior  to 
meeting  Centenary  in  Prather 
Coliseum    Saturday,   Jan.   23. 

Coach  Huey  Cranford's  team 
was  led  in  early  season  by  junior 
guard  Lester  Lee,  a  former  St. 
Mary's  of  Natchitoches  prepster. 
Sophomore  David  Clark,  former 
Natchitoches  high  school  Red 
Devil  player,  missed  several 
games  in  early  season  because  of 
an  injury  but  took  over  the  scor- 
ing leadership  on  returning  to 
action,  after  Lee  was  injured. 

The  Demons  opened  with  a  sur- 
prising pair  of  wins  over  South- 
eastern Oklahoma.  They  followed 
up  with  wins  over  Nicholls  and 
Louisiana  College  before  falling 
to  Lamar  Tech  at  Beaumont.
